Served In France 
Before joining th** American Army 
in 1917 Davis already had served with 
the Canadians in France, distinguish­ 
ing himself at the second battle of 
Ypres, where he won the Victoria 
Crofts, and under General Byng at 
Cambrai in 1916, where he won the 
Distinguished Service Medal. 
After the armistice he again took 
French leave from the British, with 
whom he was stationed at Cologne, 
bridgehead, and went into Germany to 
study medicine. 
He was returning 
from there in March when he was ar­ 
rested. 
News of his imprisonment 
reached a former “buddy” in the Brit­ 
ish Army and steps were taken to vin­ 
dicate him. The army reinstated him 
and gave him his honorable discharge
